From this view 
ot the case it must appear unreasonable that I should 
be confined to a given space. . It is therefore.my inten- 
tion still to pursue my original plan. It ean be of lit- | 
tle importance to our readers whether “ Paul’s” ob- | 
jections are all answered in the paper succeeding that | 
inwhich they appear. So that they are answered,as soon | 
as the nature of my concern will admit, [hope my rea- | 
ders will hold me excused.  ** Paul’? may take his own | 
way—I hope he will’be satisfied shat I should pursue | 
mine. Whilst I may be permitted to occupy a place | 
in the columns of the Repository, my own judgment | 
must dictate the course that I am to pursue. 

Whatever my readers may think of the merits of my 
opponent asa controversialist, I think they will not deny 
that he is entitled to the credit of a goodly portion of 
that quality which (that [may not offend him by speak- 
ing the plain truth) £ will denominate ingematy—this 
very important quality he has often displayed in the 
selectiun of means to evade the force of an argument 
which he could not fairly answer. He has in the course 
of the present discussion frequently asserted that the 
Aposties were a/waysinspired: that they never were ms- 
tuken--this unscriptural position seems to be one of his 
favorite opinions—Yet he admits that “ they sometimes 
acted contrary to their judgment” and were guilty of “a 
weak complhance with Jewish prejudices’—In my 
communication No. 30 C. P. I asked a few plain 
questivas, to which Ll hoped Paul would candidly re- 
piy. ‘Were the Apostles inspired to act contrary to 
their judgment? &c.’—-Now I suppose he foresaw that if 
he gave to these questions adirect answer he would fall 
into a dilemma from which he could not easily extri- 
cate himseif—he has therefore wisely declined a reply. 
if he hack answered afirmatively then it would follow 
that the Apostles were inspired to act contrary to in- 
spiration /——this kind of doctrine would have been too 
gross for general reception! If he had answered in 
the negative, then his own position would have fallen 
to the yround, Iam inclined to think that our readers 
will coincide in the opinion that “ Paul” has acted 
wisely by declining to reply. The saying of Prestpent 
Wituensroon had a great deal of good sense in it, 
** Never speak unless ye have something to say.” 

My opponent has resumed the subject of carnal or- 
dinances, and as defendant, I am reluctantly obliged to 
reply to his arguments—I had hoped these subjects 
would have closed with my last number, but must yield 
to my duty as defendant in the present controversy— 
the time spent on them will not I hope be finally un- 
profitable. 

From the history of the Apostles it clearly appears, 
that the primitive believers were in the practice of 
Jewish ordinances, which I jhave, by citing various 
texts, clearly proved.—Further to illustrate this truth,! 
will observe, that notwithstanding the brevity of Apos- 
tolic history, it is recorded of the Apostle Paul, that 
he was trwice concerned in the practice of the Nazarites

ing head, the hair was to t “ in the fire which 
was under the sacrifice of the ae et offerings:” on such 
occasions three beasts were slain; a Ae-lamd for a burnt 
offering—-a Ewe-lamd for a sin offering—a Ram for a 
peace offering. Thus it appears plain, that Paul in his 
christian life offered at least sig beasts according to 
the law of Moses. Again, the in his Epistle to 
the Galatians tells us, that he rebuked Peter for Aze die- 
simulation in sometimes acting the Jew, at other times 


living as a Gentile, and yet, com the Gentiles to 
live as do the Jews. Now the in! to be drawn 
the premises is, I think, indubitable that Peter

from Ecclesiastical history, that on the opening of the 
second century, a large Taste Wh est-ssing chris- 
tians were zealous in observing all the ceremonials of the 
Jewish law. Thus we see from plain scripture testimo- 
ny (and I have adduced but asthall partof the évider 


which could be brought on pecasion) 
tles actually practised many ceremonies which belongec 
to the Jewish code. ‘That more cases of this kind ‘are’ 
not recorded, may fairly be attributed to the brevity of 
the Apostolic history. ‘To use an argument of my op- 
ponent I might say, “ the mere omission to record all 
the facts of this nature no more proyes that they did 
not practice Jewish ordinances, than the omission to 
mention Circumcision for 1400 years, proves that the 
Rite was not practiced millions of times.” 

My opponent says ‘“ the Apostle practised Water 
Baptism,” that he did it haéditually from the commence- 
ment of his ministry,” that he never condemed the 
practice.” These are unfounded assertions; let the 
Apostle answer them himself, “ I thank God I baptized 
none of you but Crispus and Gaius—and 1 baptized also 
the household of Stephanus, besides I know not whither 
I baptized any other, for Christ sent me not to baptize but 
to preach the Gospel.” 1 Cor. i. 14. 15. Now for any thing 
that appears to the contrary, Paul sacrificed more beasts 
in contormity to the law of Moses, than he ever ized 
converts with the Watery Baptism of John. That 
* the Apostles expressly and repeatedly recommended 
Water Baptism” 1 deny—there is no recommendation 
or command, of any of the Apostles, to use Water Bap- 
tism recorded in the whole New-Testament, except in 
the solitary case of Cornelius and his company—in this 
instance it is said that Petercommanded them and only 
them to be baptized... Not one of the Apostles ever 
delivered a precept, ot a general nature in favour of 
Water Baptism. In none oftheir Epistles, which were 
written expressly to promote the practice of Christian 
duties, do they ever command or recommend it in any 
way whatever. 

The use of Bread and-Wine, Water Baptism, Cir- 
cumcision &c. are all carnal ordinances. The Apostles 
in the infancy of the Christian church, not only 
“winked at” but occasionally used them all. Even af- 
ter they perceived them to be no part of the “ new and 
living way”— no ways connected with the design of the 
Gospel they condescend to become weak to them that 
were weak, that by the use of weak and ‘ly ele- 
ments, they might gain the weak, and in this way they 
became ali things to all men that they might gain some 
—teir motives were of the purest kind—but some of 
them lived to see, that indulgences of this kind muiti- 
plied difficulties and produced dissemtion, and they be- 
came concerned to hold up a clear and decided testi-

that I can find in the whole New Testament.” This I 
confess appears to me strange doctrine ' Can any man 
read the sermon.on the Mount, and believe that its 
doctrines did not appertain to the whole human family? 
Do not the concluding words of that Divine communi- 
cation clearly shew that it was intended for every one 
that should ever hear the sayings contained in. it 

‘* Whosoever heareth these sayings of mine and doeth _ 
them, f will liken him to a wise man, that built his ~ 
house upon a rock.” —The term, whosoever, is untversal 
— it applies to all of every age ornation. “Ifany man 
thirst let him come unto me and drink.”—The terms 
any mau, in this sentence, apply to all men, to the whole 
human race. Let my opponent shew any such evidence 
in favor of Water Kaptism,or the use of Bread and 
Wine, and I will willingly yield every point in discus 
sion, I will freely submit to be sprinkled with water, 
although we have neither precept nor example for such 
an operation in the whole New Testament. 

In my last Essay I expressed a desire to know upon 
what ground my opponent refused to observe the posi- 
tive command of a dying Redeemer. “If I then your 
Lord and Master have washed your feet, ye also ought te 
wash one anothers feet, for Lhave given you an example 
that ye shoul do as I have done unto you.” Here the 
command is not only clear and positive, but plainly re- 
lates to the future. Let. my reader maturely weigh 
his answer—an aaswer that 1 would suppose could not 
satisfy any sincere and conscientious observer of out- 
ward and typical ceremonies—the command is positive, 
the neglect of it seems to involve the contumacious in 
the awful predicament of a separation from Christ, “ If 
I wash thee not, thou hast no partin me.” See Joan xiii. 
8, 14, 15. My opponent’s answer is aprenended 
under four different heads: Ist, He says that “ the 
Apostles never understood our Lord fterally.”

Washing the feet is a 
t comfortable thing in all climates, and as there is 
Water in them all, it plainly appears designed for uni- 
versal practice. “In northern climates, where there 
are so Many ages about the feet,” it becomes pecu- 
liarly agreeable, and to wash them as often as the Bread 
and Wine are administered, (once a month at least, ) 
would not only comport with comfort, but with decen- 
cy and health. 4th. Although the Apostle of the Gen- 
tiles neyer received this as a part of his commission, 
for tie; was no Christian at, the, time it was given—yet 
it dées appear that the other. apostles received it and 
were imperatively commanded to practise it. 
Now all the objections used by my opponent against 
the Sacrament of Washing the feet, may be ccaat with 
ter force against the use of Bread and Wine. 1st. 
he Apostles never understood our Lord to perpetuate 
the use of Bread and Wine.as a sacrament. ond. They 
never afterwards once used them diterally,nur inculcated 
their use as a Religious Rite. 3rd. The ceremony 
** does not appear designed for universal practice.”— 
here are many regions: of the peopled earth, where 
millions of its inhabitants never saw Wine. It is not 
the produce of their soil, nor of any country within 
thousands of miles of them, ‘To these it would be far 
more easy to wash one another’s. feet, than to procure 
a drop of Wine to celebrate the Eucharist. 4th. It, 
does not appear that the Apostle of the Gentiles eve: . 
received any command to use bread and wine as a religi- 
Ous act.—He only received a narration of fucts that oc- | 
curred at the celebration of the Jewish Passover, with 
out the least intimation that he was to mimic the cere-| 
mony ; neither does it ever appear that he commanded 
any of his converts to imitate it, as my former Essays

. My opponent declares that Christianity has been the 
occasion of murder and blosdshed.’ This is a most in- 
prices libel against the purest, the mildest, the most 

jivine religion that was ever revealed toman. A reli- 
ion that teaches in the plainest manner; to ‘‘ do good 
evil, to bless them that curse us, and to»pray for 
them that despitefully use us and persecute us.” Mur- 
der and bloodshed have always originated ina depar- 
ture from the doctrines of Christ... The Apostle James 
describes 'their origin with precision. ‘“ From 
whence come wars and among you? Come 
they not hence even of your lusts.” James iv. 1, &c. 
That church, under whatever name it may have been 
known, which has originated, promoted, or in any way 
abetted murder or blooshed, was an apostatized church 
—a of satan, let its pretensions have been 
ever so high, its professions ever so imposing. 

In the next place t 
ordinances and the Scriptures are the ‘ only witnesses 
for Christ on earth.” Thus he rejects the great and 
fundamental witness of God—the witness of his own 
Holy Spirit—He that believeth hath the witness in him- 
self.”.1 John v.10. “ The Spirit itself beareth witness 
with our Spirit that we.are the children of God.” Rom. 
viii. 16. And thus he cuts off from the possibility ot 
salyation all who have not the scriptures or outward 
ordinances for a witness. About seven out of eight of 
the human family must on this hypothesis be sent for 
what they could not avoid, into everlasting perdition— 
a doctrine .as cruel as it is dark and unscriptural. 
= In the next place, he says ** the Apostles address all 
their converts as baptized.” T suppose he means “ in 
Water”—if so, 1 deny the assertion. ‘The texts ad-

Resolved, that it be recommended to the 
churches under our care to observe the third 
Thursday of December. next. as a day of Fast- 
ing, Humiliation and prayer, and that their 
members be, and are hereby earnestly entreat- 
ed to humble themselves before God, to abstain 
from all wordly labour and customary reerea- 
tions and food. in secret, in their families, and 
in publie, to confess their sins, renew their eo- 
venant with God, and earnestly and devoutly 
(a pifay that the Father of ali our mercies, the 
giver of every good and perfect gift, would a- 
vert and sanctify the present calamities, cease 
from his righteous displeasure, visit our souls 
and families and ehurehes, with the quickening 
aud-refreshing influence of his spirit, and re- 
vive an@'spread in the midst of these years his 
own paw and gracious work in glorifying the 
blood and spirit of Christ, by gathering sinners 
‘into“his fold, and building them up in faith and 
holiness unto salvation.

GREAT INDIAN COUNCIL. 


A general Council was held at the Seneca 
Reservation in September last, relating to the 
contention between the Christian and Pagan 
parties. -The following is a brief outline of 
two of tlie speeches delivered on the oceasion, 
given in a letter from Mr. Hyde, of Buffalo, 
to a gentleman of N. York. 

September 27.—As I have not lodged my 
letter in the Post Office, I break the seal io 
give you some account of the Council now sit- 
ting in the Indian village near Buffalo, It is 
said, that there are nearly 400 Indians present. 
The subject of the Christian religion has been 
and still is, debated with much warmth. | 
will sketch a faint outline of two speeches 
made yesterday and the day before, that you 
may see a little how they reason on both sides. 

The day before yesterday, Strong of Catta- 
raugus, made a speech of several hours, a- 
bounding with ingenuity and eloquence, and 
containing a narrative of many facts. Among 
other things, he endeavored to show that the 
whitemen, from the time of their first settle- 
ment in this country, had been pursuing a 
course inimical to the Indians, and tending to 
their ruin. He contends, that all the preten- 
ded plans for their benefit were ouly covered 
sehemes to divide, distract, and destroy them. 
He also urges, that it was not the design of the 
Great Spirit that Indians should adopt the 
manners, or learn the religion of white men. 
This, he said, was evident from the fact, that 
the attempt had not in one instance, been pros- 
pered. Not one youth who had been educa- 
ted, had turned out other than a vagabond, and 
a scourge to his people. Not one tribe which 
had listened to the instructions of white men 
but was more debased than those which had 
not been taught. He remarked with much se- 
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verity on the conduct of the Christian party at 
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Allegany, in drawing up a petition, ‘solieiti 
the apne Wests of the President of the United 
States in putting down all who would not re- 
tinquish paganism, and embraee the habits and 
the religion of the Christians.* He earnestly 
admonished the Christian party to abandon 
their ruinous course, and to return to the peo- 
le and the God of their Fathers; and conelu- 
ded with the fearful prediction, that, if they 
would not thus return, their village would be- 
come the seat of desolation and of slaughter. 

Yesterday Billy and Robison, of Buffalo, rose 
in reply, Robieon, in the course of his speech, 
spoke substantially as follows :— 

We are told, that the whole conduct of the 
white men towards the Indians.-has been a 
course of enmity, designed for our destruction. 
In many things, 1 cannot diseover enmity to 
the Indians, nor planning their destruction, in 
the conduct of white men. If this is the fact, 
ihey take a very strange and expensive way to 
effect it, which I, a poor blind man, cannot see 
through. 

‘Lhe four thousand five hundred dollars, which 
we are now met to receive, is a free gift fi 
Government. It never cost us acent. Ita 
given to elothe our naked and destitute. It 
may be, that the Government is e 
destruction of the Indians, in this; but I'am 
such a poor blind man, I cannot see it. —= , 

At the beginning of the war which separated 
this country from Great’ Bejtaimy the United 
States counselled the Six’ sto sit still, 
and not to meddle.in a seh, 
knew nothiig about. They would ‘only get. 
broken heads if they meddled with it. This 
may have been bad adviee. Our fathers and. 
grandfathers thought it bad advice, and teodk 
up the hatehet.

Extract from the Journal kept at Elliott. 

April 21, 1811. For a few days the breth- 
ren have observed, that the children were un- 
commonly solemn. Yesterday, brother Smith 
found a boy, named J. L. who appeared to be 
in great distress of mind,dn account of his sins. 
He put many. inquiries to the dear child, and 
learned hy his answers, that before he came 
here he knew not that he was a sinner, or that 
there was a“God. When brother Smith pro- 
posed to pray with him he dropped on his knees 
in an instant. ‘To.day, as one of the brethren 
entered brother Smith’s room, he saw a boy 
sitting with a sad countenance. This,’ said 
Mrs. Smith “ is J. Ly and here is a letter that 
he brought.” ‘Ihe following is a copy. “I 
feel that I am a sinner, and every thing that I 
da is displeasing to God, 1 wish that the mis- 
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sionaries would pray for me; else { die and 
to hell, and be tormented forever.” A few 
words were addressed to him, and tears sfole 
down his cheeks.

They declare that Russia will commence 
hostilities upon Turkey. 

Correspondenee between Vienna and Lon- 
don has lately taken place on the subject of ter- 
minating the difficulties existing between Tur- 

_ key and Russia. 

Capture of Carthagena.—Advices from Cu- 
racoa to the 3d of November, announce that 
Carthagena had fallen into the hands of the 
patriots under Gen. Montitto. ‘This is a 
rich and important seaport city of New Grana- 
da, with a population of 24,000 souls. —Cent. 

Odessa (Russian Empire) October 2.—The 
Grand Seignior has given somé Armenian chur- 
ches to the Greeks. A new Patriarch has 
‘been appointed, but the Greeks affirm that 
he is a Jew in disguise, and will not acknow- 
ledge him. 

Semlin, [European Turkey,] Sept. 3.—Ac- 
counts from Maeedonia of the 22d ult. inform, 
that the Turkish Pecha of Salonica, was de- 
feated in the district of Cassandra, in Macedo- 
nia, by a Grecian force {of 20,000 men, return: 
ing from Thessaly ; the remains of the ‘Turk- 
ish army retreating with great difficulty to Sal- 
onichi. ~ ee 

Sept. 4.--The Greek force named above 
passed from Thessaly over the gulph to Cas- 
sandra. 300 Thessalians joined the Greeks 
from Mount Athos ; making the united ehris- 
tian foree 20,000. ‘Ihe priests descended from 
Mount Athos, bearing the eross before them, 
which excited the enthusiasm of the Greeks to 
the highest piteh, and the defeat of the Turks 
was decisive.

Extract from the Journal of Mr. Hooper. 


[The falls of the Ohio, which are the only serious im- 
pediment to navigation between Pittsburg and Orleans 
are thus described by Mr. Hooper.) 

The rapids are somewhat dangerous to descend; es- 
pecially when the water is low, as the channel is scarce- 
ly wide enough for one boat. The water falls 22 feet, 
in a mile and three quarters. The bottom is one com- 
plete ledge, and boats are sometimes dashed in pieces, 
and the boatmen drowned. ‘his would more frequent- 
ly happen, had not the courts of Louisville and Jeffer- 
sonville (a large village opposite 5.) appointed skilful 
pilots, by whom the boats are conducted over the falls 
for three dollars each. Our bark passed in safety. It 
fell to my lot to aid the pilot-in getting our small boat 
over. Just as we came to the most difficult place, the

A man, who lived at Ulechen, a smail 
village on the west bank of the Mississippi, 
coming on board one of these boats, was in- 
formed of our object. He immediately came 
to us, and with tears gushing from his eyes, in- 
treated us to land at the village, and havea 
meeting at his house. He said, some, who have 
grown to mature age, never heard a sermon, 
We thought such a Macedonian call as this, 
must be attended to. After landing, we dispers- 
ed ourselves among the inhabitants, and con- 
versed with the people individually, recom- 
mending to them the religion of Him, who came 
to seek and to save them that were lost. In the 
evening Mr. B. preached, and the other bre- 
thren exhorted. ‘The people promised us, that 
they would meet every Sabbath and read the 
Seriptures. They all- appeared solemn, and 
seemed much interested ; particularly a young 
man about my age, who is blind. He was much 
affected; andthe next morning, while it was 
yet dark, he, with several others, came to the 
ark to hear more of these things, and unite 
with us in prayer before our departure. 

Arrived at the long wished for Yazoo, on 
the 27th of January.
